Act to Strip 
Bundesen of 


| Smoke Power 


Health Commissioner Herman N. 
Bundesen, who for five years has led 
an unceasing fight to abate the smoke 
evil, faces the prospect of being 
stripped of his authority as a result 
of action yesterday by the council's 
committee on judiciary. 

After less than a day’s notice, the 
committee recommended a change in 
the city code, transferring smoke 
abatement activities from the health 
department to the department of 
steam boiler inspection, headed by 
George E. Nye, a new appointee of 
Mayor Thompson. In effect, the 
change would sever Dr. Bundesen 
from all connection with the anti- 
smoke campaign. 

A Surprise to Bundesen. 

“ This is a complete surprise to me,” 
said the commissioner last night, when 
asked for a comment. “TF have not 
been consulted and had no intimation 
of the move.” He added that he pre- 
ferred not to discuss it until he stud- 
les it. 

The code revision was presented in 
the council Wednesday afternoon by 
Ald. Oscar F. Nelson [46th], chair- 
man of the judiciary committee and 
regarded as one of Mayor Thompson's 
spokesmen.

Ald. Nelson explained that the re 
vision was an administrative proposal 
a to increase efficiency by elim- 
ina ng duplication of work. 

“Has Dr. Bundesen been consulted 
about this?” inquired Ald. Wiley W.

With only thirty-one dissenting bal- 
lots, conductors and motormen of the 
elevated lines voted yesterday to em- 
power the officers of their union to 
call a strike if, in their opinion, a sat- 
isfactory wage agreement cannot be 
reached without such drastic action. 
The number of votes cast for the 
proposition in an all-day election was 
4.817. 
composed of the trainmen working for 
the surface lines, voted the same au- 
thorization to their officials. Ballots 
cast for the proposal numbered 11,951;

adequate. In 1926, Congressman Mad- 
den had added $2,500,000 more for the 


property, or $4,000,000 in all. 


Now the government officials and 
business interests are anxious that 
sufficient funds be provided for the 
proper kind of building. James Simp- 
son, head of Marshall Field & Co. and 
president of the Chicago Plan commis- 
sion, which approved the selection of 
the site, emphasized this need in a 
statement issued after the transac- 
tion was completed. | 
Praise from Mr. Simpson. 

“The people of Chicago owe a debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Madden, who has 
worked so persistently and Jong to se- 
cure this needed improvement for the 
city,” he said. “We must now do all 
that can be done to assist and support 
Mr. Madden and other government of- 
ficials in securing sufficient appropri- 
ations looking toward the early begin- 
ning of the new postoffice building.”

THE SENATE HEARS ITS 
MASTER'S VOICE. 


che Weber-O’Grady bill was defeated in the sen- 
ate Wednesday. There were 33 votes against the 
bill and 17 for it. In the form in which it was in- 
troduced in the house it was for the repeal of the 
state prohibition law. In the form in which it 
Was passed by the house it provided for the sub- 
mission of the repeal or retention of the enforce- 


ment act to the people on a referendum. This was 


the form in which the senate defeated it. 


After the house-had passed the bill the Anti-Sa- 
loon league of the state made an appeal for funds. 
It asked its contributors and supporters to under - 
stand that there was a real crisis at Springfield, 
that the liquor interests were more active than 
ever before and that the danger to prohibition was 
greater. The league was in need of funds. 
What are the liquor interests these days we do 
not know unless they are the bootleggers whose“ 
business depends upon the retention of prohibition. 
We do not know how much money the Anti-Saloon 
league collected, from what sources it was collected 
or what was done with it. Nor is it any more 
apparent why the Anti-Saloon league needs money 
in large sums than it is why the bootleggers should 
be opposed to prohibition, which, indeed, they are 
not. 

The senate killed the bill about as soon as hands 
could be laid on it. That is partly explicable. The 


_genate feels the need of acquiring merit. It is a 
trying session and not so full of good deeds and 


acts of grace. Considering it by and large it is al- 
ready far from anything that could be framed and 


_ given to a minister on his birthday. A dry vote 
has the peculiar qualities of a wet sponge. It can 


wipe off a slate and wipe out a record, even one 
containing the passage of a horse racing and bet- 
ting bill. The acquiring of merit is indicated as de- 
sirable in the closing days of the legislature. 

In the course of such debate as the senate gave 
the repeal referendum before it took the moral ax 


to it there was something said of the nullification 


of the federal constitution. That is always to be 
looked for when prohibition is the subject. It is 
true that this year the senate passed a resolution 
for the appointment of a commission to redistrict 
the state and restore constitutional representation 
to Cook county. The house disposed of the reso- 
lution as, no doubt, the senate expected it to do. 
No return of franchise rights will be given Chicago 
by this genera] assembly and the nullification of 
the state constitution will continue, but the legis- 
lature which actually nullifies it will find prohibi- 


tien nullification in any legal measure of relief 


which may be proposed. 
The morality of the Anti-Saloon league in polit- 


feal action is such that it can and does support 
nullification of the state constitution to prevent 


perfectly lawful efforts against prohibition in the 
assembly. The distrust of the Anti-Saloon league 
for popular government and its methods may more 


g@ecurately be called contempt for it. The league 


prefers prohibition resting upon the dictatorship 
of a minority to the repeal of prohibition by the 
decision: of a majority.

MAKE CHICAGO THE 
WORLD’S GREATEST 
AIRPORT. 


Col. Lindbergh's frequent repetition of the argu- 
ment for more and better landing fields in this 


‘country is likely to produce results; if it does, 


those results will not be the least important con- 
sequence of Lindbergh's flight to Paris. 
Chicago, in particular, has an opportunity to 
improve its facilities for aviation. At present Chi- 
cago has about the same sort of flying fields that 
are to be found in other great cities, An hour or 
more of motoring is required to reach most of the 
Chicago fields. That hour means 100 miles of 
travel at airplane speed wasted, 
A bill now well advanced in the legislature 
authorizes the collection of a half mill tax for ten 
years for the construction of a landing field, and 
another bill will pérmit the south park board to 
reclaim a field from Lake Michigan south of Sol- 
diers’ field. Neither of the bills alone is of much 
use, but together they will give Chicago the best 
airport possessed by any great city here or abroad. 
Chicago’s principal landing field for mail and pas 
sengers will be within ten or fifteen minutes by 
automobile from the central postoffice, the hotels, 
and the business and shopping district. Facilities 
can readily be provided for seaplanes. 
The landing field will not be an eyesore, because 
no unsightly hangars or machine shops will be 
erected on it. Planes will be flown to the western 
suburbs after discharging their loads just as pas- 
senger trains are hauled into the yards after dis- 
charging their loads in the terminals. 
Chicago today, with its landing fields far from 
the center of the city, is one dt the great airports 
of the world. It is the hub of the air mail sys- 
tem. Recent statistics show that so far as the 
mileage of planes using them may be considered 
the basis for ranking airports, Chicago leads the 
airports of the world. That position may be 4s- 
sured for all e if Chicago is the first of the 
great cities to provide a landing field close to the 
center of the city. It ought to tend as well to 
bringing to Chicago the great industries which, 
it must now be evident, will be required for the 
building of airplanes and airplane engines. 
Aviation is developing with astonishing rapidity. 
If the legislature fails to approve both the land- 
ing field bills at this session, another two years 
will have been lost and with them much of the 
advantage of leadership which Chicago now pos- 
sesses. It is certain that other communities will 
not allow the opportunity to slip. The bills have 


encountered no organized opposition in or out of 


the legislature. The danger is that they will be 
defeated in the closing hours of the session for 
no better reason than lack of time.

AN ANALOGY BETTER LEFT ALONE. 
{New York World.] 

At Macon Mr. McAdoo was arguing the duty of 
the states to help the federal government enforce 
the Volstead law. He made this statement: 

The situation is thus analogous in many re- 
spects to that which existed during the great 
debate over state rights in the middle of the last 
century. The south then felt that there were 
certain provisions in the constitutional compact 
which were designed to give it the protection that 
it needed and which were being disregarded by the 
states of another part of the country. Its com- 
plaint against the federal government was pre- 
cisely that the powers of the federal government 
were not being exerted to give to it the protection 
to which is was entitled by the constitution. The 
situation ts the same today, | 

What Mr. McAdoo is talking about here is the 
belief of the south that since slavery was recognized 
as legal under the constitution there rested upon the 
federal government a moral and a legal obligation 
to help enforce the fugitive slave law. 

The analogy may de sound enough, but it is not a 
happy one for Mr. McAdoo. For however legal the 
south's claim may have been, the history of the fugi- 


forcing throughout a wide section of the country an 
act to which this section is resolutely and funda- 
mentally hostile. Where is the fugitive slave law 
‘tn 1927? ‘ 
Mr. McAdoo’s analogy goes bad on him. He argues 
that it is the duty of the states to enforce an unpopu- 
lar law by citing a spectacular case in which they 
didn't.

THE 3 TO 1 DIET FOR 


EPILEPTICS. 

R. E. H. LUTHER thinks that the 

modern dietetic treatment of epi- 

lepsy is satisfactory in about one- 

third the cases. The remaining 

two-third usually showe improvement in 

that the attacks are less frequent or less 
violent. 

The diet used is very rich in fats of 
various kinds, and very poor in cereals 
and breads and meats. What is called 
the 3 to 1 diet is built up along the fol- 
lowing general lines: 

BREAKFAST: 
Orange, 11-3 ounces. 
Egg, 1 2-3 ounces. 
Bacon, 1 ounce. 
Butter, 2-3 ounce. 
40 per cent cream, 2 ounces. . 
Bran cakes. 
Cocoa shells. 
DINNER: 
Chop} 1 ounce. 
String beans, 4 ounces. 
Lettuce, 1 ounce. 
Mayonnaise, 1-3 ounce. 
Gelatin, 15 grains. ' 
Butter, 1 ounce. 
Bran cakes. 
SUPPER: 
Chicken, % ounce. 
Egg. 1 2-3 ounces. 


10 per cent cream, 2 ounces. 
Butter, 14% ounces, 


By 3 to 1 diet is meant one in which 
three-fourths of the food values is de- 
rived from fats, for examples, butter, 
cream, mayonnaise and bacon. One- 
sixth is derived from proteins, such as 
eggs and one-twelfth from starches. If 
this diet causes constipation the epilep- 
tic should take larger quantities of the 


bran and agar jelly. Constipation must 
not be allowed as it is very harmful to 
the epileptic. 

Persons on this three to one diet may 
feel the discomfort of hunger. If this is 
objectionable it can be overcome by giv- 
ing such very bulky foods as 5 per cent. 
vegetables and washed bran. The same 
foods given to overcome constipation aré 
good to stop the grawings of hunger. 
Dr. Luther recommends that the diet- 
ing begin gradually. He starts his pa- 
tients with a 1:1 diet. That is, a diet 


given. Fats are slowly increased, and 
cereals and breads decreased 1% to 1. 
And so on up to 4 or even 5 to 1. 

He teaches his patients how to examine 
the urine at home for acetone bodies and 
how to calculate calories in a diet. When | 
the 2 to 1 diet is reached the acetone 
generally appears in the urine. There- 
after the diet is regarded so as to keep 
a little acetone present in the urine all 
the time.

THE KESSINGER BILL. 


Colchester, III., June 13.—It seems that 
the Kessinger bill provides for the regu- 
lation of the Chicago Board of Trade 
by a commission under rules which 
would not be governed by law but rather 
by the whims of the commission, It 
would not be possible for a business to 
function properly when it would not 
know what ruling such a commission 
might make from day to day. 

If the proponents of the Kessinger bill 


know what they want, and it represents 


constructive legislation, then it should be 
enacted into law so that the Board 
of Trade would know exactly the condi- 
tions under which they would be ex- 
pected to operate. The very idea of 
endowing a commission with the broad 
powers indicated by the Kessinger bill 
leads one to conclude that the intention 
is rather to destroy than to improve 
marketing conditions and the attitude of 
the Illinois Agricultural association is 
comparable to the actions of a snake, 
which, when pinned down, sinks its fangs 
inte its own body.

Wil Investigate Reports. 

If householders, occupants of busi- 
ness buildings or persons who visit out- 
doof recreational spots, will report the 
presence of mosquitoes by letter or 
postcard to Tue TRIBUNE’s mosquito 

, proper steps will be taken to 
tigate that particular spot, or in- 
formation as to how to deal with the 
problem will be furnished immediately. 

It is pointed out by the Gorgas in- 


stitute research department that wher- 
ever mosquitoes appear there will be 


found close by a breeding spot. The 
abatement of the breeding spot usually 
is a simple matter—so sim that ordi- 
narily it is neglected or the theory 


that it is of no importance. This con- 


dition is not confined to country dis- 
tricts or open fields, but may be found 
in office buildings, dwellings, factories, 
schools, churches or about any struc- 
ture. 


| Must Be Breeding Spot.. 

“The important thing for the public 
to know is that wherever a mosqui:o 
bobs up it in safe to conclude that 
within a few hundred feet at most a

“If breeding spot cannot be 
detected by those interested when they 
are furni with general informa- 


tion on the subject of uncovering such 
spots, inspection by expert ‘mosquito 
hunters can be provided.
